Claim 4 was amended as follows: 

4. The method of claim 1 wherein the first wavelength is in the range between 
approximately [900] 1500 and 1850 nm. 
Claim 16 was amended as follows: 

16. The apparatus of claim 15 wherein said light emission optics are configured 
to deliver electromagnetic energy at a wavelength in the range between approximately 
[900] 1500 and 1850 nm. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: By reciting a 
range between approximately 900 and 1850 nm, claims 4 and 16 as previously 
presented implied that the 910 or 940 nm emitters of Diab '850 could be considered to 
meet the requirements of the first wavelength where water is a dominant absorber. 
However, Applicant's arguments submitted with the amendment filed 9 March 2007, 
indicate that this is not a proper interpretation of the limitations of claims 1 and 14 and 
that these wavelengths are not in a range where water is a dominant absorber, and thus 
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Diab '850 does not meet the limitations of claims 1 and 14, nor is there a suggestion to 
modify Diab '850 to make measurements at these wavelengths. Applicant agreed to 
amend claims 4 and 16 to claim a first wavelength in a range between 1500 and 1850 
nm, consistent with one embodiment disclosed on page 12 (see paragraph [0048]) of 
the specification, to remove the implication that the 910 and 940 nm wavelengths of 
Diab '850 would meet the requirement of having a first wavelength where water is a 
dominant absorber.
